HOW CONVICTS TELEGRAPH. 


R ap T h eir M essa g es T h ro u g h T hickest 
■Walla o f a P rison. 
E very prison has its secret “tele­ 
graph,” for it w as not to be expected 
th a t cunning offenders could be lon| 
confined together, says Spare M om ents 
even on the “separate cell” 
system, 
w ithout discovering a m ethod of seen* 
intercom m unication. 
P risoners 
“raj 
th eir m essages” to each other, and ex­ 
perience has show n th a t an attently* 
ear may receive and understand a com 
m unication 
thus m ade through 
th* 
thickest prison wall. 
The raps correspond regularly wife 
the letters of the alphabet, w hich Is ar­ 
ranged for tho purpose into six row s 
the first beginning w ith “a ” and tbs 
last beginning and ending the series 
w ith “z.” 
The first rapping indicates 
the m w in which the letter is to bf 
found, oik' for first, tw o for 
second 
and so on; the subsequent raps, given 
a fte r a slight pause, show’ the number 
of tile letter in tile row. 
A t first the 
table m ust be kept lr. mind. b u t after 
a little practice the prisoner is enabled 
to dispense w ith all conscious refer 
d u o to it, tho m essage being really re­ 
ceived. as iii the M orse telegraphy, In 
the form s of sym bols standing iii place 
of letters. 
Iii R ussia the clew’ is not so much 
in the system itself as in the nihilist 
m ethod of m anipulating language w ith 
a view to concealm ent. 
This is cleat 
from w hat happened recently in one 
of the central prisons. 
W ord had gone 
round to protest, not only against an 
excess of heavy work, but against the 
bad quality of food supplied to 
tho 
prisoners and the protest w as to tako 
the form of a refusal to perform the 
usual tasks on the men being called 
together a fte r b re a k fa st 
Somehow or o th er the governor ob­ 
tained the m essage as it had been 
rapped through all the w alls, but lie 
took it literally as a plot to break 
prison by th e w hole of the convicts, so 
ho arm ed the w hole of the w arders to 
the teeth, taking effective m easures to 
prevent th e assem bly on the morrow. 
T his blunder had a highly beneficial 
effect upon the discipline of the prison, 
for the convicts obtained not only im ­ 
m ediate Im m unity 
from 
the 
heavy 
task s to w hich they had not been ac­ 
custom ed, but afterw ard enjoyed bet­ 
te r food and m ore hum ane treatm en t 


lh* D u ck s C om m it H uicide? 
Several correspondents have w ritten 
me touching th e question raised in my 
notes of w ounded ducks com m itting 
suicide, says John B urroughs in O ut 
rug. 
F o u r 
or 
five cases have beeo 
brought to my attention of wounded 
ducks th a t have dived to the bottom 
and held fast to some object till they 
w ere dead. 
I do not for a m om ent dispute th* 
fact; I only differ from my correspond­ 
ents in my interpretation o f the fa c t 
My explanation of it is this: 
Th* 
w ounded bird has b u t one im pulse, and 
th a t is to hide from its enemy. 
If ii 
w ere on th e shore it would Iddo in the 
grass or weeds. 
In the w ater it dives 
and in Its death agony holds to some 
plant grow th a t the bottom. 
In all such cases the bird is no doubt 
m ortally wounded aud dies 
quickly 
W hen it is not w ounded unto deati; 
it sw im s under th e w ater, seeks the 
shore, creeps out very cautiously and 
tries to escape in th a t way. The intent 
of deliberate suicide is of course a b 
surd.

W hy It F a ils to Conform w ith E ssen ­ 
tia ls o f R ea lly G reat A rc h ite c tu r e . 
It is not the contention even of ^a- 
thusiasts th at the Capitol is, or evei 
will be, a com plete and perfect who!#. 
There is little hope th a t it will ever be 
entirely finished, and still less th a t It 
may attain perfection. Apropos of the 
dome, for instance, it may be recalled 
th at the rhetorical and fastidious Rus­ 
kin does not adm it of iron as a con­ 
structive 
m aterial, 
and 
on 
these 
grounds inveighed disdainfully against 
the spire of Rouen Cathedral. 
T urity 
and pettishness aside, there are other 
reasons why the building fails to con­ 
form with the essentials of 
really 
great architecture. 
As fa r as the In­ 
terior is concerned, the situation is 
anything but sublime, and it is hence 
a pleasure to know th a t E lliott Woods, 
superintendent of the Capitol build­ 
ing and grounds, has under 
advise­ 
m ent a proposition for the rehabilita­ 
tion of the Rotunda. 
Yet the faults 
of the Capitol appear in a m easure In­ 
evitable to those who know and treas­ 
ure its history. 
Looked a t broadly, 
they are not faults, but merely vener­ 
able shortcom ings incidental to grow th 
and developm ent. 
Considering the im ­ 
portance of the prospective alterations 
arid extensions, the evolution of the 
building seem s to have entered upon 
an approxim ately final stage, and it is 
gratifying to know th a t Congress, the 
superintendent 
and 
the 
consulting 
architects realize the dignity and seri­ 
ousness of the task in hand. 
Some­ 
thing of the old 
sim plicity 
should 
guide and chasten each effort. 
To this 
sim plicity should also lie added a rev­ 
erence for those traditional ideals and 
aspirations 
which 
are. 
happily, 
a 
country’s or an individual’s m ost cher 
ished heritage. 
The panoram a, once its several fea­ 
tures are supplied, will present a m a­ 
jestic and inspiring spectacle. Grouped 
about the spacious court w ill be five 
superb stru ctu res—the Capitol on 'h e 
west, the Senate and 
H ouse 
office 
buildings to the north and south, and 
the Congressional Library and its com­ 
panion on the east. 
To the average 
eye the Capitol will offer little change; 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


The P resident has issued his procla­ 
m ation setting Thursday, Nov. 30 next, 
as a day for thanksgiving, as follows? 
By the President of the Fuited States 
of America—A Proclamation: 
When nearly three centuries ago the 
first settlers came to the country which 
has now become this great republic, they 
fronted not only hardship and privation, 
hut terrible risk to their lives. In thoac 
grim years the custom grew* of setting 
apart one day in each year for a spe­ 
cial service of thanksgiving to the Al­ 
mighty for preserving the people through 
the changing seasons. 
The custom has 
now become national aud hallowed by 
immemorial usage. 
We live in easier 
and more plentiful times than our fore­ 
fathers. the men 
who 
with 
rugged 
strength faced the rugged days; and 
yet tile dangers to national life are 
quito as great now a> at any previous 
time in our history. 
It is eminently 
fitting that once a year 
our 
people 
should set apart a day for praise and 
thanksgiving to the giver of good, and, 
at the same time, that they express 
their thankfulness for the abundant mer­ 
cies received, should manfully acknowl­ 
edge their shortcomings 
and 
pledge 
themselves solemnly and in good faith 
to strive to overcome them. 
Daring 
the past year we have been blessed with 
bountiful crops. 
O ar business prosper­ 
ity has been great. 
No other people ha* 
ever stood on as high a level of mate­ 
rial well-beiug as ours now stands. We 
are not threatened by foes from w ith­ 
out. 
The foes from whom we should 
pray to be delivered are our own pas­ 
sions, appetites and follies; and against 
these there is alway* 
need 
that we 
should war. 
Therefore I now set apart Thursday, 
the 3**ih day of tins November, as a 
day of thanksgiving for the past and of 
prayer for the future, and on that day 
I ask that throughout the land the peo­ 
ple gather in their homes and places 
of worship, and in rendering thanks unto 
the Most High for the manifold bless­ 
ings of the past year, consecrate them­ 
selves to a life-of cleanliness, honor and 
wisdom, so that this nation may do its 
allotted work on the earth in a manner 
worthy of those who founded it and of 
those who preserved it. 
In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my band and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 
Done at the City of W ashington this 
second day of November iii the year of 
our Lord one thousand nine hundred aud 
live and of the independence of the 
United States the one hundred and thir­ 
tieth.

The policy of the French gov­ 
ernment is not to take any rash action 
against Venezuela, but it will send the 
cruisers to the coast prepared to make 
a very threatening demonstration.

his towns.

MAY BUILD 18,000 TON SHIPS. 


General Board of N avy Favors B ig­ 
ger B attleships and Guns. 
The sentiment among naval officials 
in favor of larger warships with increas­ 
ed gun power will, it is expected, result 
in aa appeal to Congress to increase 
the tonnage of the two battleships au­ 
thorized by the act of March last to 18,- 
000 tons. 
The general board of the 
navy, of which Admiral Dewey is at the 
head, has submitted to Secretary Bona­ 
parte a recommendation for a naval in­ 
crease program. 
The Secretary non 
has the subject under consideration. 
It 
is understood the general board has rec­ 
ommended the construction of 
battle­ 
ships of greater tonnage than any yet 
projected for the American navy. One 
of the principal objects aimed at by the 
advocates of bigger battleships is the 
installation of relatively more of the 
largest sized guns carried by American 
men-of-war. 
Consideration already has 
been given to the possibility of installing 
ten 12-inch guns on a battleship, and if 
Congress favors an increase in tonnage 
of the Michigan and South ( arolina, 
the two 
battleships 
authorized 
Inst 
March, from 16,000 to 18,000 tons, one 
of the problems to be solved will be 
the disposition of the large number of 
12-inch guns which it 
is 
desired to 
mount. 
The mounting of an increased 
number of the largest-sized guns, it is 
said, would mean the doing away with 
those of smaller caliber in the main 
battery, which would give greater uni­ 
formity in the size of guns of the mnin 
battery.

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LIGHT AND HEAVY HOGS. 
It is very well-known th at the m ar­ 
ket dem ands and prices vary for the 
different w eights of hogs. 
Explain­ 
ing this a com m ission m an who has 
long handled fat hogs in the m arket 
says that be^ftming in Septem ber the 
heavy hog com es m ore into evidence 
and com m ands a prem ium over light­ 
er ones. 
The height of the dem and 
for fat-backs is reached in Decem­ 
ber, January and February, for In 
those m onths the 
great 
slaughter 
houses at every m arket 
center 
are 
packing thousands of hogs every day. 
The tim e was when nearly all hogs 
w ere m arketed as heavyw eights, but 
now* even in the w inter m onths, tho 
dem and for extrem e w eights is not 
so great as form erly. 
This can be 
largely attributed to 
an 
increasing 
consum ption of fresh pork and m ost 
of th e fresh m eat cuts can only be ob­ 
tained from the lighter 
grades 
of 
hogs. 
Beginning about April 1st the 
light hog sells on a par with the 
grades and a m onth or so later the 
light weights com m and a prem ium at 
every m arket. 
T here is one system of hog m an­ 
agem ent quite prevalent am ong far­ 
m ers that seem s to be in direct op­ 
position to these m arket dem ands. 
M any hog raisers, and good ones at 
that, sell their eight-months-old pigs 
in the w inter at a weight 
of 
250 
pounds and then dispose of the old 
sows in the sum m er when they weigh 
around 400 pounds, 
thus 
bringing 
their light hogs on a heavy hog m ar­ 
ket and vice versa. 
However, the 
loss in such a system is rapidly be­ 
com ing less as the dem and for the 
extrem ely heavy hogs grow sm aller. 
A prim e, well-finished hog weigh­ 
ing about 250 pounds will generally 
land nearer the top and this may be 
said to be som ew here near the ideal 
m arket weight. 
W e don’t mean th at 
this w eight of hogs will top the m ar­ 
ket every day of the year, but prices 
on th at class will average the best 
during a whole year.—Indiana F ar­ 
mer.

One collector w as fortunate enough 
to corner the m arket by getting pos­ 
session of a sheet of four-cent stam ps 
of the Columbian series which w as 
printed by m istake in steel blue, when 
its right color should have been u ltra­ 
m arine blue. 
H e got it at Its face 
value, and when he w ants to dispose 
of one he can readily get $35. 
There are a num ber of other valu­ 
able freak stam ps, but the errors of 
the bureau of engraving and printing 
have been rem arkably few, consider­ 
ing th e im mense num ber of sheets of 
stam ps turned out every year.

The 
establishm ent is taking in eggs at the 
rate of 1.000 cases per week, gathered 
from th e various stores throughout • 
the country, 
la s t Fall it bought and 
packed over fifty carloads of dressed 
poultry, averaging 18,000 pounds to 
.the car. 
The poultry is picked and 
dressed before shipm ent to the E ast­ 
ern m arkets. 
More than $200,000 dol­ 
lars is paid through this one estab­ 
lishm ent to the farm ers of one coun­ 
ty for th eir poultry products every 
year. 
W isconsin is practically as well 
located for poultry raising as any 
portion of Indiana, particularly this 
section of it. 
It is a business which 
requires no little tim e and attention, 
but it yields large returns. 
W hen 
Jackson county farm ers raise as m any 
chickens and m arker as m any eggs 
as the farm ers of De Kalb County 
are now doing they will receive a lar­ 
ger sum from their poultry product 
than they now 
receive 
for 
their 
dairy product. 
The Jackson County 
farm er can well afford to go m ore ex­ 
tensively into poultry raising. 
No 
branch of farm ing offers b etter in­ 
ducem ents.—Black R iver Falls Jour­ 
nal.

quired, if not already possessed, by 
all who have the

HOV'/ PALATINE PLAYED FOOTBALL IN THE NINETIES 


FROM PALATINE INDEPENDENT OF NOVEMBER 9, 1897 


The Palatine Athletic football 
team had a chance to show its met­ 
tle Saturday when it cut the strong 
First Regiment team on .th* local 
gridiron. 
Captain Roby and his men ar­ 
rived on the field at 3 o’clock and 
when he saw Palatine’s “little kids” 
he predicted an easy victory, as did 
the majority of the crowd who saw 
the difference in the weights of the 
teams. H ie soldiers outweighed 
Palatine by an average of 20 pounds 
to the man, but when our team got 
down to work the soldiers thought 
they had met a cyclone; Palatine 
started around the ends and then 
would buck the line for five and ten 
yard gains. The soldiers line at 
right "guard and tackle was weak 
and Palatine used the point for big 
gains; first the backs, then the line 
men would be sent through this hole 
Palatine carried the ball to within 
20 yards of the First Regiment’s 
"■oui, where it was lost on downs. 
Roby’s men failed to make live 
yards on the second four downs and 
Palatine touk the ball for a touch­ 
down through the line. B. L. 
Smith kicked u^al. The balance pf 
the game was the hardest fought 
contest ever seen on the field, the 
soldiers determined to score and 
Palatine working desperately to 


mai ntain their lead.

the upper hand, with their goal safe
